Major Trading Banks, Australia December 1986 (Cat. No. 5603.0), released on 21 January 
1987, announced that from October 1986, data relating to new and increased lending 
commitments and overdraft limits (normally included in Table 7) are no longer available 
from the Reserve Bank of Australia, and that the table has been discontinued. 


Lease Finance, Australia October 1986 (Cat. No. 5644.0), released on 12 January 1987, 
noted that the classification of 'trading banks' in Tables 1 and 4 has been amended to 
‘all banks‘ following the entry of a savings bank into the lease finance field. 


Employed Wage and Salary Earners, Australia September Quarter 1986 (Cat. No. 6248.0), 
released on 9 January 1987, noted that public sector statistics included, for the months 


of June and July 1986, 40,700 temporary employees engaged for work on the Census of 
Population and Housing. 


Consumer Price Index - December Quarter 1986 (Cat. No. 6401.0), released 

. . QO), on 29 Janua 
1987, noted that the December quarter was the last quarter for which the CPI was soagiist 
on the present basis. It also commented that a new CPI series will be introduced in the 
next issue of this publication. 


Price Index Of Materials Used In House Buildin Six State Capital Cities, October 1986 
(Cat. No. 6408.0), released on 1% January 1987, noted that index numbers for groups of 
materials are no longer compiled and that index numbers for a selected range of 
particular materials are available from the ABS on request.
